Russian troops slipping westward across the Volga 
river at night were reported to have driven the Germans 
from houses, buildings and streets amid savage hand-to-hand 
fighting in one section of Stalingrad today as the siege 
entered its 30th day with the invaders still held at arm’s 
length. 
At mid-day, Soviet headquarters acknowledged that 
German infantry, led by IOO tanks, captured several streets, 
but its communique declared: 
“In other sectors, all enemy attacks were repulsed.” 
More than 1,400 Nazis were listed as killed and 17 
tanks knocked out of action in the last 24 hours. 
Nazi field headquarters said German troops had cap­ 
tured further ground in the “center of Stalingrad” despite 
the defenders’ “obstinate resistance’’ and declared that Soviet 
counter-attacks had collapsed. 
The German command also noted “severe defensive 
fighting” in the Voronezh zone, 300 miles northwest of Stalin­ 
grad, where the Russians have launched depeated diversion- stockholm.

With the Army and Navy calling for 3,000 nurses 
a month to attend to the needs of our fighting men, 
the demand for women to serv# as Red Cross Volunteer 
N urse’s Aides grows greater daily.

in good physical condition. They should have the equiv­ 
alent of a high school education. They must be willing 
to undergo an intensive 80-hour training course and 
agree to serve as aides for a minimum of 150 hours 
a year. 
Upon completion of their training they will serve 
as assistants to nurses in hospital wards, climes, public 
health nursing agencies, and in the OCD emergency 
medical units in the event of enemy action. 
They will 
be qualified to relieve nurses of the routine tasks that 
take up so much time. yet mean so much to the comfort 
of the sick. 
Hospital facilities are required for part of the train­ 
ing. 
Inquire of your local Red Cross ch a p te r if train­ 
ing courses are available. 
If they are. tell them you 
want to become a Volunteer- Nurse’s Aide. 
Your contribution will be worthwhile.
